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Ottawa Asks $1,300,000,000 for Year’s War

OTTAWA—The federal govern- 
ment today asked Parliament to 
appropriate $1,300,000,000 for the 
cost of the war in the fiscal year 
April 1, 1941-March 31, 1942, which 
is about total cost of the whole 
of the Last War. But even this 
huge appropriation does not fully 
represent the burden Canadian 
taxpayers must assume. Ac- 
tually there is no means of esti- 
mating the cost of the war this 
year as it will depend on the 
course of the war itself, but cer 
tainly it-will be far above the 
approximate figure now before 
Parliament.

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In addition, Canada must 
sorb perhaps $300,000.000 
British securities repatriated to 
pay for British purchases here. 

Total of the war cost this year 
may be closer to $2,000,000,000 
than $1,000;000,000, and tn acidi- 
tion the taxpayers, must carry 
the costs of the ordinary federal 
government which though 
drastically reduced still totals
